'The H ouse were en gaged in a discussion 
on the Appropriation Bill, m akin g provision 
for Fortifications and the Indians. 
T h e d e ­ 
bate was very anim ated, very varied, very 
personal, very len g th y , very epigram m atic, 
very obstinate, a little classical, a little farci­ 
cal, a little h u m o ro u s—and the debaters were 
very n u m erous— sixteen spoke, and som e o f 
them fired nearly sixteen rounds.
